ature — "Kate." 


[Chicago Herald Interview.] 


"I noticed the other day," remarked an 


old salt water sailor, who now lives on Eos* 
roth street, "that you bad something in the 
paper about chronometers. Now, I happen 
to tare had some experience in the use ol 
chronometers. People see the'Ji in the jew- 
eler's window, compare their watches and 
pan. FBW stop to think of the relations 
they hold to #fe and property on the ocean. 
Time waa when ships were guided to differ- 
tot parti of the world without them, but at 
a frightful sacrifice ol time, and often of 
ship, cargo and crew. 
Then the only 


mean they had ot determining their 
longitude was by dead reckoning, and that 
was a very poor thing to depend on, 
The old way wa3 to get into the latitude of 
the port sailed for and then steer east or 
west as the case demanded. But the chro- 
nometer has done away with all that Now 
a captain can leave a port and shade his 
course to any part of the globe, and know 
his trne position, in clear weather, every 
day. There are two gentlemen, in this city 
whose fathers sailed from the shores of 
Massachusetts bay, around Cape Born and 
cape of Good Hope without chronometers, 
but there are very few that would under- 
take it now. 
Some captains own their 


chronometers, 
some 
hire them, others 


belong to the ship. 
Some carry 
two. 


and if the captain carries his wife with him 
the has good cause to be jealous of the care 
and attention that her husband gives to the 
chronometer. She is only second in his 
thought on shipboard. I have known a 
captr.in to take the pillow from under his 
wife's head to set the chronometer on during 
a heavy sea. I have often taken the chro- 
nometer out of its outer box and set it on 
pillows, when we were handling heavy 
cargo, to save it from any sudden jar. 
All captains have a certain time to 
wind their chronometers, 
generally 
at 


eight-bells in the morning. The captain's 
wife, as a general thing, dare not look at it, 
and she feels toward it accordingly. 
But 


there are exceptions to this rule. There are 
some captain's wives that are first-class nav- 
igators. For instance, some years ago the 
American ship Ne Plus Ultra left Liverpool 
for Bombay, Capt Hummer. He had his 
wife and family with him. After a few days 
he was taken with a paralytic shock. His 
wife navigated the ship successfully to her 
destination, buried two children on the pas- 
sage, and lost her huAand, three days after 
reaching port She and her only boy came 
home in the ship that I was in. She looked 
fully as noble as she had proved herself 
to be. 


"Sailors have to be very careful with their 


chronometers. A brass plate fits over the 
keyhole, and works with a string, so that as 
•oon as the key is removed it covers the hole 
on the instrument so that no dust can possi- 
bly get into the works. Every chronometer 
carries her record with her. The .cover 
forma almost half of the box in which she 
•eta. In that cover is where the rates are 
topt from the time that she left the maker's 
hands. If she is a good chronometer yon 
will find all her rates there. After each 
voyage she is taken to a chronometer 
maker and rerated, and they often run for 
years on the same rate. Now, if a chro- 
aometer gains one-tenth of a second to-day 
ind loses one-tenth to-morrow, which is a 
very small item, she is no use for the pur- 
pose for which she waa intended, but 
she 
would 
be 
just 
the 
thing 
for 


a jeweler's window. But if, on tie other 
hand, she gained two hours every twenty- 
four hours, or lost the same, and kept doing 
so, then you have a first-class chronometer- 
This seems strange, but in the first case you 
could not keep track of her, and in the sec- 
ond case you could. No matter what she 
gains or loses as long as she keeps on doing 
the same thing she 13 all that you want 
Some will say, Why ere they so particular 
•bout time at sc«i But when it is taken 
in to consideration what proportion a sec- 
ond is to a mile it will ba plainly seen why 
we have to be so particular. There are fifteen 
degrees to tie hour, four minutes to the de- 
gree, fifteen miles to the minute, and four 
seconds to the mile, so that an error of one 
second is one-fourth of a mile. 


"The trouble with chronometers is that 


U*y are so affected by the temperature. The 
slower the movement, and the colder it is 
the faster she runs. We tell the longitude 
by the chronometer. This is set to Green- 
wich time, and the calculations are based on 
the principle that for every degree of longi- 
tude east of Greenwich local time will be 
four minutes faster, and for every degree 
west, four minutes slower. The best chro- 
nometers will run with surprising accuracy 
in all temperatures, but they are not perfect, 
and as the slightest variation means much to 
the navigator, he has bis instrument tested 
frequently, and the rate ascertained. The 
'rate' is the variation of the instrument 
with temperature, and by "observing tem- 
perature the captain keeps a record of the 
variations of his chronometer, and thus cor- 
rect the time as indicated by the instrument 


In testing chronometers they are subjected 


in turn to different degrees of temperature 
and their variation, scientifically observed, 
is registered inside the cover there. Every 
good chronometer will go accurately at two 
temperatures, and can be adjusted to any 
given 
temperature. 
For 
instance, one 


instrument 
may 
be made 
to 
go 


accurately in a temperature of 40, and also 
in a temperature of 80, at other tempera- 
tures being not so accurate. By constantly 
endeavoring to keep his chronometer in its 
best temperature the captain is usually able 
to rely confidently upon its accuracy, though 
many wrecks have been caused by over- 
confidence in chronometers. 


A Magnetic Telephone.

Mr. T. H. Brown, ot Fort Worth, Tex., 


has perfected a magnetic telephone and tele- 
graph, which does away with batteries of 
any ki 4 It was tested over thirty-eight 
mite, v - wire and proved perfectly satis- 
factory to telegraph men present, both as a 
telephone and telegraph. 


The instrument used was composod of 


two ounces of wire and a half pound of 
steel, and can be made for 25 cents. The 
transmitter is simply a horse-shoe magnet, 
either pole being covered with fine wire 
coiled carefully. The armature is a disk of 
steel, against which the voica is thrown, 
transmitted through the magnet to the wire. 
The receiver is similar, with smaller ma«- 
Mt It is claimed by the inventor that he 
can transmit the voice around the world or 
across the Atlantic ocean, there being no 
limit to distance, all that is necessary being 
the increase in size of magnet

BUCKWHEAT CAKES IN SUMMER. 


the Grain Is First Polished, Then Shucked, 


and then Ground Into Flour. 


[New York Sun.] 


While a down-town flour merchant 


watched an employe load a truck with buck' 
wheat flour, the other day, he said: "Ten 
would hardly expect to see such a large sale 
if buckwheat as that at this time of the 
year, would you) The fact is the uso ol 
buckwheat is increasing. The restaurants 
here serve buckwheat cakes the year around, 
though it strikes a countryman as rather 
odd to see buckwheats in warm weather. 
The increased use of this flour is due to the 
great improvements in its manufacture 
within the last three or four years. 


"When I was a boy the straw with the 


grain in the head was piled on the barn 
Boor and pounded with a flail The straw 
was then forked off and the gram swept into 
piles. When the wind was blowing briskly 
the grain was thrown into the air with 
shovels, so that the chaff could bo blown 
away, and then the grain was ground be- 
tween the old-fashioned milestones. The 
bran was separated from the meal by sift- 
ing with a wire-bottomed sieve. The first 
improvement was made when a silk bolting- 
reel was substituted for a wire-cloth sieve. 


"After a great many years an old York 


state miller concluded that the meal would 
have less shuck or bran in it if the shuck 
could be removed from the berry before it 
was ground. To do that he run the grain 
through a series of corrugated rollers which 
simply cracked open the shuck and allow 
the kernel to drop out The broken shucks 
and kernels were separated by screens, and 
thereafter buckwheat flour was about as 
white as any other. The demand for it in- 
c-eased rapidly, but it was not quite perfect, 
Li ause the fine fuzz and dirt adhering to 
the outside of the berry fell through the 
screen with the kernels after the shuck had 
been broken open by the rollers of the 
shucker. 


"To get rid of this it was necessary to pol- 


ish each berry of the grain separately be- 
fore it was shucked. The machine for do- 
ing this has just been put on the market It 
consists of a cast-iron cylinder, say three 
feet long and one foot in diameter, which 
revolves within a jacket made of steel wire 
cloth. The cylinder is covered with square 
knobs a half inch large, which project to 
within a fraction of on inch of the jacket 
The cylinder is set a-whirling at the rate of 
750 revolutions a minute, and the grain, 
after passing over a screen to get the straw 
out, falls down between the jacket and the 
cylinder. There it goes around and around, 
knocking against the knobs and the jacket, 
an upward current of air carrying oS the 
dust, until it falls out below as clean as a 
hound's tooth. Then it slides over a- mag- 
netized plate to remove any trace of metal 
before going into the shucker. That makes 
what we call perfect buckwheat flour."

The Kav& Peaks ot Mew Mexico. 


[Philadelphia Eecord.] 


The geological survey reports from north- 


western New Mexico a multitude of needle- 
like peaks rising out of a broad valley bot- 
tom to the height of over 2,000 feet They 
are composed of black basaltic lava, having 
a beautiful columnar structure like the 
basalt of the Giant's Causeway. They are 
remnants ot lava which once rose up out of 
the earth through the strata and congealed 
in the volcanic pipes or vents. 


In later periods the strata which enclosed 


them have been dissolved away and re- 
moved by the general erosion of the coun- 
try, leaving these basaltic cores projecting 
many hundreds of feet in the air, as costs 
of the volcanic pipes or passages through 
which the ancient towers rose to the surface. 
Those which are just beginning to be dis- 


| closed in the mesa walls still have remnants 


of the old cinder cones upon their summits, 
while from those which are wholly or in 
greatest port excavated all traces of the 
cinder cones have disappeared. 
Thus the 


veritable roots of these ancient volcanoes 
are unearthed and laid opan to the inspec- 
tion of the geologist. 


"Whistling Dick's" Commander.

Ex-soldiers who were engaged in the siege 


of Vicksburg will be interested to know tuat 
the rebel lieutenant Dick Agar, who had 
charge of the noted nflod gun, "Whistling 
Dick," on the bluff fronting the nver, is 
dead. He committed suicide at New Or- 
leans on the 4th inst, induced by low spirits 
and ill health. The battery commanded by 
Lieut Agar consisted of "Whistling Dick" 
and a Blakeley riflo, and was more con 
stoutly occupied during the siege than any 
other rebel battery. This was due to the 
fact that they were better supplied with 
appliances for securing accuracy of fire. In 
tact they were almost the only guns whose 
execution was more than the result of guess- 
work. The news of the suicide of Lieut 
Agar will produce a thrill of sorrow in the 
hearts of thousands who for the first fame 
will hear his name. He was an Irishman 
by birth and was 62 years of age.
